Mr. Myroniuk 
said the new policy should be 
in place in about three 
weeks.

Can Christians combat racism 


and avoid violence? 


PROBABLY NOT 
SAYS UNITED CHURCH 


Despite the fact that the 
plan to combat racism and 
the special fund is an 
extremely small portion of 
the work of the World 
Council of Churches, it has 
commanded a large place in 
the limelight of public 
attention, particularly in the 
wake of a council grant to the 
patriotic front of Zimbabwe. 

In the face of such 
criticism, the General Coun- 
cil of the United Church of 
Canada has circulated a 
package of information to 
member churches in order to 
clarify the position of the 
church. The information 
makes clear that the program 
is a small portion of the 
World Council’s humanitar- 
ian work, less than a 
twentieth of the budget for 
traditional aid to the third 
world. 

It defends the work of the 
World Council and lauds the 
United Church’s generous 
contributions to it, which 
have aided rehabilitation 
work in such countries as 
Bangladesh on an on-going 
basis. The package also 
points out that only contri- 
butions from members which 
are earmarked by them for 
the Special Fund, go to the 
fund, and that governments 
in other countries, as well as 
churches contribute. 

Clearly the United Church 
neither condones, supports 
or participates in violence, 
says Mr. Wallace. 

But he points out that 
where violence already exists 
within a system, ‘‘then 
liberation may be a bloody 
business - as it was for 


Moses and the children of 
Israel.”’ 


A TIME TO ACT 


When the Fourth Assem- 
bly of the World Council of 
Churches met in Uppsala, 
Sweden, in 1968, the Chris- 
tian leaders from around the 
world bore a heavy burden 
on their consciences. Martin 
Luther King Jr., who was to 
have been the keynote 
speaker, had been assas- 
sinated shortly before the 
Assembly convened. 

Did the church council’ 
have a duty to combat racism 
throughout the world, and 
how should their resources 
be used in that combat? 
Forty years earlier the 
International Missionary 
Council, meeting in Jerus- 
alem, had declared to its 
members that ‘‘Any dis- 
crimination against human 
beings on the grounds of race 
or colour ... is a denial of the 
teachings of Jesus.’’ As 
pointed out by R. H. A. 
Wallace, United Church re- 
presentative on the Central 
Committee of the World 
Council of Churches, count- 
less gatherings of Christians, 
from local congregations to 
international assemblies 
have echoed this conviction. 

Translating that conviction 
into a course of action was to 
prove aroad full of pitfalls 
for the council of churches. It 
would surely deserve cen- 


sure from the oppressed 
Christians, subject to ex- 
treme suffering under racists 
leaders in countries such as 
South Africa and Zimbabwe 
(Rhodesia), if they took no 
action. As it turned out The 
Ecumenical Program to 
Combat Racism would also 
come under fire, both from 
within and without, with 
perhaps the most dramatic 
protest resulting in the sus- 
pension of its membership by 
the Salvation Army, (it did 
not withdraw). 

In the shadow of Dr. 
King's Assassination the 
1968 meeting rejected the 
traditional resolutions and 
demanded a ‘‘crash pro- 
gram’’ to combat racism, and 
the following year the Cen- 
tral Committee adopted a 
five year plan to: research 
racism, and interpret the 
facts to member churches; to 
educate Christians about the 
fact of racism and ways of 
dealing with it; to devise a 
means of action along the 
lines of non-violence epit- 
omized by Dr. King, such as 
economic sanctions against 
governments practicing rac- 
ism. A special fund was 
created to support ‘‘organ- 
izations of oppressed racial 
groups, or organizations 
supporting victims of racial 
injustice.’’ A lengthy debate 
preceded adoption of this 
plan, but it carries by an 
overwhelming majority.

This will be the first Federal election held in 
Canada in the month of May. But it seems like 
a good time for the leaders and candidates 
who will have to put in long, arduous hours 
from now to May 22. The “blah” days of late 
winter will be gone and everyone in our 
northern country experiences an uplift of spirit 
in the merry month of May. 


Our country needs enthusiasm and optimism 
from its citizens going into this election. Within 
our four borders we hold riches which are the 
envy of many nations; vast space and vast 
resources in raw materials. Canada has also 
the important asset of peoples who have come 
here from many lands, bringing with them a 
glorious diversity of cultures and attitudes to 
living, and approaches to solving problems. 


Admittedly Canada has got itself into financial 
deficits of alarming proportions. But perhaps 
voters must share the blame with government. 
We have asked for too much help from 
government - too many programs - too many 
grants. Now the money has run out and 
cutbacks in federal spending must be made. 
As we listen to the policies presented by three 
main parties, voters should keep the need for 
cutbacks in mind. 


And those Canadians who are not French 
and/or not Quebecois, should not be too free 
with their opinions on Premier Levesque’s 
government, and its aspirations. 


The French were here long before most other 
Canadians, and have suffered much in the past 
both from some Anglophones and some of 
their own leaders. We need them in our 
country, but to keep them requires a 
sympathetic understanding of their deep 
desires on the part of non-Francophones. It will 
take a most careful assessment of election 
candidates and platforms to determine which 
will be the best choice for keeping the great 
province of Quebec as an integral part of 
Canada. 


A third large issue will be the development of 
constitutional changes. This is an area for 
serious study and thought by all Canadians. A 
central issue in this election will be rights of 
Provinces to the funds coming from natural 
resources development. This is a right which 
can enable each of the present 10 provinces, 
and those to come in Northern Canada, to 
become strong and raise the standard of living 
of their people. 


But the constitution’s protection of equal 
justice under the law for every Canadian is 
also an important issue in this election. Our 
legal system and court procedures are 
presently bogged down, as are many of our 
penal institutions. 


The other large issue will revolve around 
whether Canada should move to greater 
centralization of government control from 
Ottawa - or further decentralization across our 
huge territory. 


lf the campaign should degenerate into the 
“dirty” one some pundits are predicting, all 
Canadians will suffer. 


We hope the party leaders will see that it does 
not. 


The issues are larger than the personalities, 
but the handling of important issues is not 
always what decides elections. 


Unfortunately.

major cities in a province whose economy is booming. 
It will be impossible to stop that growth, or to 
disperse it in any very significant way. 

Last Tuesday Edmonton city council made public 
its plans for taking in St. Albert, Sherwood Park and 
the so-called ‘Refinery Row” as part of a proposed 
land acquisition of 2,000 square kilometres in all four 
directions. Edmonton council passed this proposal by 
a 9-3 vote and it will now go before the Local 
Authorities Board. 

The LAB now has before it applications from 
developers within the metro area for annexation to the 
City of Edmonton and in addition also has three 
applications for annexation of lands to the City of St. 
Albert. 

All of these annexations are in the area defined as 
the “Inner Edmonton Metropolitan Area.” 

The three applications from St. Albert total some 
8,400 acres, by far the largest of which is the City of 
St. Albert’s application for about 4,700 acres. The 
other two annexations of land to St. Albert have been 
applied for by developers. 


The city’s annexation 


The land applied for by the City of St. Albert is 
immediately adjacent to the eastern and southern 
boundaries of St. Albert, which would come out of 
lands in M.D. Sturgeon and County of Parkland, It is 
opposed by the Edmonton Regional Planning 
Commission (ERPC), (which would accept a smaller 
annexation), by M.D. Sturgeon and by the City of 
Edmonton. 

ERPC reasons for opposition: No justification for 
the annexation has been shown by St. Albert;

The question is how 


annexation of 960 acres of industrial land is 
premature and unreasonable in the light of probable 
rates of industrial development in the met area; and 
the LAB should consider all the annexation proposals 
for St. Albert at one hearing. 

The M.D. opposes this annexation for reason that 


most of the area is destined for industrial and St. - 


Albert has not shown sufficient need for an 
annexation of this magnitude, saying that merely 
annexing land and letting it lie dormant for a number 
of years is not sound planning. 

Edmonton opposes because the annexation would 
compound the traffic problem in the N.W. portion of 
that city. It represents a premature and unrequired 
use of land for urban expansion. It represents a loss 
of prime agricultural land. It is difficult to service and 
does not concur with the proposed boundaries in the 
Edmonton, “Future of the City” report. And, it does 
not concur with the ERPC studies, which do not 
regard St. Albert as an industrial growth centre. 
Hearings on the City of St. Albert’s annexation were 
held April 12, 1977 and reconvened June 20, 1977. 


The North-West Annexation 


B.A.C.M. (Genstar) has applied for annexation of 
1,905 acres immediately adjacent to the northern and 
western boundaries of St. Albert, which would also 
come out of M.D. Sturgeon. 

This annexation is opposed by St. Albert, M.D. 
Sturgeon and the ERPC. St. Albert gave no reasons 
for its opposition to this annexation in the city’s 
resolution of February 8, 1977. M.D. Sturgeon 
opposes, saying St. Albert already has sufficient land 
to handle residential growth, and all annexations in 
the St. Albert area should be handled at one hearing,

not on a piecemeal basis. The ERPC opposed it on 
grounds that the annexation does not conform with 
the General Plans of either St. Albert or M.D. 
Sturgeon, because both councils are against it and 
because, prior to west by-pass approval, transportation 
access was a problem. Hearings on the North-West 
annexation were held February 8, 1977, and reconvened 
September 27, 1977. No decision has been handed 
down. 


The North-East Annexation 


St. Albert Investments applied for annexation of about 
1,800 acres immediately adjacent to the northern 
boundary of St. Albert (east of Highway 2) to come 
out of M.D. Sturgeon. 

This annexation is opposed by St. Albert but no 
reasons were stated in City council resolution of 
February 8, 1977. ERPC requested a postponement 
and otherwise was opposed because the application 
does not conform with the Preliminary Regional Plan, 
Metropolitan Part, the General plans of St. Albert 
and M.D. Sturgeon, and because agreement has not 
been reached between Alberta Transportation, St. 
Albert and Edmonton on the provision of regional 
transportation services, adequate to service this 
proposal in addition to lands already committed to 
residential development within St. Albert. The M.D. 
is unofficially opposed but probable stance will be 
opposition on the basis that insufficient proof has 
been given of the need for additional residential land 
in St. Albert. 

No public announcement has been made by either 
the Local Authorities Board or the Provincial 
Government as to any decision on the three St. 
Albert annexation applications. 
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Birds perform 


rescue mission 


A reader brought us an 
interesting item from a 
London newspaper on the 
behaviour of birds. 

The C, L. Eayres family of 
Green Road, Southgate, 
London, found a young bird 
in their garden who could not 
fly. They brought it indoors 
and telephoned the local 
animal protection society for 
advice. 

The Eayres were told to 
place the bird in a paper 
carrier bag with a few 
crumbs, then peg the bag 
firmly to the clothesline out 
of the way of cats and away 
from the post. The people at 
P.D.S.A. suggested that the 
family watch through a 
window indoors to see what 
happened, which they did. 


Very soon other birds were 
observed flying around the 
garden looking for the young 
one. Eventually they found 
it. Then one bird settled on 
the post watching the bag, 
while the others formed a 
shuttle service to and from 
the bag with food, taking it 
right into the bag. 

This went on all day, and 
every so often the bird on the 
post was relieved by another 
bird; the post was never left 
without a bird. Next morning 
the bird was gone from the 
bag. 

“All this involved quite a 
ot of birds in the most 
wonderful rescue operation I 
nave ever seen,’’ wrote Mr. 
Eayres, concluding his letter 
to the editor.

These small amounts of vita- 
mins and minerals in honey 
make it no more practical 
than sugar as a source for 
adequate daily intake of 
necessary nutrients.

Honey can be used at 
many meals. It is great 
spread on toast or asa rich 
topping for pancakes. It 
makes a tasty glaze for 
meats, particularly ham, chi- 
cken and pork. But in baking, 
honey really comes into its 
glory!

That acme of journalistic excellence, the Edmonton Sun 
is week fired an editorial salvo at CBC TV. The 
ational TV network is a bureaucracy, with all the 
eaknesses inherent in such institutions. Unfortunately 
is has resulted in a lot of what might be termed knee- 
lerk negativism about CBC TV and its deficiencies. 
ecounting the network’s failings has become one of our 
ational games, like those described by Eric Berne in 
‘Games People Play.” Anyone with a fondness for

e CBC is fair game for editorial comment. However, 
they don’t often suggest solutions or address related 
questions.

Now I’m not always enchanted with CBC programming 
~ like I said last week, they did terrible things to Diane

see The King of Kensington again is a matter of supreme 
h indifference to me. In fact, in any area where the CBC 
bf has attempted to mimic American TV they have fallen 
’ down badly, and this includes sit-coms, awards shows, 
r| soap operas and variety shows. The Americans do this 
Sf kind of thing and do it well but unless we express our own 
Wnational soul, we come out a second rate copy. This 
means new formats and more innovative approaches to 
programming have to be tried. Every time that an original 
approach has been taken to programming the results have 
been highly successful for the CBC.

Hydroponic 


barley grass 


They look like large 
refrigerators and use hydro- 
ponics - the growing of plants 
without soil - to produce 
barley grass for animal feed. 
‘*Grass machines"’ as they 
are commonly called in the 
United States, can yield up to 
800 pounds of grass a day, 
about the same as 32 acres of 
irrigated pasture. 

The total cost of producing 
one ton of barley is $25., 
compared with at least $60 a 
ton for pasture alfalfa, and 
the unit uses less than 
one-fifth with water required 
to irrigate the pasture.

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Rapid canola 


The development of canola 
rapeseed varieties by plant 
geneticists ‘*... set the stage 
for what could be considered 
a modern miracle in agri- 
cultural food production,”’ 
according to Ken Sarsons, 
chief executive officer of CSP 
Foods Ltd. 

In his presentation to the 
annual convention of the 
Rapeseed Association of 
Canada in Montreal on Wed- 
nesday (March 14, 1979), 
Mr. Sarsons discussed the 
remarkable speed with which 
canola has achieved accep- 
tance in Canada and the 
rapidly escalating interest in 
canola products around the 
world. 

The use of rapeseed for 
edible oils and animal feed 
ingredients was long restric- 
ted because of excessive 
erucic acid and glucosinolate 
levels found in these pro- 
ducts. But this all changed in 
the early 1970's, said Mr. 
Sarsons.

“Scientists in Agriculture 
Canada and the universities 
had achieved the capability 
to redesign the genetic 
characteristics of rapeseed to 
achieve the best nutritional 
purposes in the product. And 
the industry was ready with 
the technology and market- 
ing capability to place these 
advantages in the hands of 
consumers."* 

‘It is very difficult to 
change food production, seed 
supplies, agricultural prac- 
tices and processing prac- 
tices that involve many 
thousands of people,’’ Mr. 
Sarsons added. 

‘Yet, in two years in the 
early 70's, the western 
rapeseed industry converted 
to improved varieties that 
virtually eliminated the eru- 
cic acid component in the oil 
and increased the oleic and 
linoleic content to improve 
the polyunsaturated and 
monoglyceride content of the 
oil.” 

Mr. Sarsons credits the 
rapid conversion to a co- 
operative effort spearheaded 
by the Rapeseed Association 
of Canada and involving 
government and university 
scientists and technologists, 
nutritionists, dieticians, the 
western Canadian oilseed 
crushing industry and rape- 
seed growers on the prairies. 

To recognize the achieve- 
ment and to distinguish the 


| new seed from earlier rape- 


seed varities, the Western 
Canadian Seed Crushers 
Association recently regis- 
tered the name canola for the 
improved double-low rape- 
seeds and their products -- 
low erucic acid canola oil and 
iow glucosinolate canola 
meal, The new name has 
been endorsed by the Cana- 
dian Rapeseed Association. 
With canola, a western 
agricultural and food manu- 
facturing industry has mat- 
ured according to Mr. Sar- 
sons, Canola has become the 
second largest cash crop for 
western farmers, he said,

conversion spurs Western industry 


adding that canola oil is now 
the leader in terms of 
domestic consumption, acc- 
ounting for approximately 40 
percent of the vegetable oil 
consumed in this country. 
Mr. Sarsons stressed the 
importance of this industrial 
development. ‘‘The 130 mil- 
lion kilograms of canola oil 
consumed in Canada last 


year provided domestic sup- 
ply that would otherwise 
have cost the Canadian 
economy $75 million to 
import at current market 
prices,’’ he said. 

‘The utilization of app- 
roximately 220,000 tons of 
canola meal in animal feed 
formulation saved imports of 


about $33 million,’’ he 
added. ‘‘And the 660,000 
tons of canola seed crushed 
in Canada represents a total 
factory value of about $240 
million."* 

The development of canola 
oil and canola meal has 
generated considerable in- 
terest in export markets as 


well. ‘‘Interest in the Euro 
pean Economic Community 
has escalated considerably 
and improved our exports 
within the last 12 months," 
said Mr. Sarsons. ‘‘And 
vegetable oil-short nations 
like India, Bangladesh, Mor 
occo and Algeria are keenly 
interested."’ 


Serious dislocation of exports 


The emergence of non- 
Board grains as important 
export commodities from the 
West Coast is creating 
problems and risks for grain 
handlers and exporters. 

Alberta Wheat Pool ob- 
serves that the pressure is 


causing several agencies to’ 


behave inconsistently and 
creating risks which Cana- 
da’s hard-pressed transpor- 
tation system cannot afford. 

During the crop year, 
August | - February 28, 
rapeseed exports are up by 
64% over the same period 
one year earlier. Flaxseed 
exports are 108% higher. 
The total exports of flax and 
rapeseed in the current year 
are 61% of barley exports to 
date, an historic high. At this 
time, wheat and durum ex- 
ports are lower than one year 
ago: barley is up slightly. 

The increased proportion 
of non-Boards being expor- 
ted means that companies 
may’ be cutting corners in 
order to obtain shipping 
space. Grain cars for both 
Board and non-Board ship- 
ments must be allocated by 
the Canadian Wheat Board. 
In a time of short supply both 
types of grain suffers. De- 
murrage payments on ships 
destined to receive both 
Board and non-Board grain 
are being assessed, De- 
murrage on ships loading 
wheat, oats or barley is 
directly payable by the 
Canadian Wheat Board and 
indirectly by the producers, 
through their final payment. 
Demurrage on ships loading 
non-Board grains such as 
rapeseed is for the account of 
the exporter. 

In the case of farmer-own- 
ed companies such as XCAN, 
it is an indirect charge 
against the producers who 
sell to the Pool elevators, 
Independent exporters pass 
the costs of such demurrage 
to suppliers, usually the 
grain companies. 

The Canadian Wheat 
Board requires that a grain 
sale exist and a vessel be 
nominated for an estimated 
date before grain cars can be 
assigned. This system is 
intended to use available 
shipping space to best ad- 
vantage. Its success depends 
on the integrity of companies 
operating in the Canadian 
grain scene. Phantom sales 
would lead to cancelled 
vessels and in turn to grain in 
terminals for an extended 
time. 

The system does not apply 
to producer cars, Some ag- 
encies are apparently en- 
couraging producer car ship- 
ments of rapeseed. Such lots 
are privately held in ter- 
minals in hopes of obtaining 
a premium when vessels are 
docked and supplies short. 
Of the 31,400 tons of rape- 
seed in Pacific Terminals 
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March 8, 5,000 tons were 
unavailable for shipment 
because warehouse receipts 
were in ‘‘private hands."’ In 
this crop year 2,025 grain 
cars have gone to Vancouver 
sent by shippers other than 
those designated to ship to 
the terminal. 

According to The Grain 
Shipper’s Clearance Asso- 


ciation three vessels, The 
Golden Trinity, World News 
and Ever Honour approved 
February 21 - 24 had not 
cleared port on March 7. The 
three vessels had called at a 
total of 17 berths. Though 
sufficient clean stock was in 
store the terminal ready to 
load, the vessels could not be 
completed because the oil- 


seeds were owned by other 
than the terminal. 

Alberta farmers whose 
delivery quota of barley is 
disturbingly low and whose 
export facilities at Vancouver 
are being seriously inhibited 
have reason for seriously 
objecting to the practices 
used.

@]} WITH ALL THE CONFUSION FROM LAST 
WEEK, it appears the big IF is striking again. 

Just like John Travolta says on Welcome Back Kotter, 
“I’m so confused.” There are so many “‘ifs’’ concerning 
this NHL-WHA merger, if you can call it a merger. 

A lot of Edmonton area hockey fans have been turning 
their heads towards the Edmonton Oilers in the last two 
years. The team has been playing very entertaining 
hockey, in fact, so have the other WHA teams. It seems to 
be more entertaining than the NHL brand. I for one, have 
been a Montreal Canadiens fan for years. But in the past 
couple of years, it has been extremely difficult for me to 
keep my eyes on the tube during NHL telecasts. 

Now I'd rather skip up to the Coliseum and catch an 
Oiler contest. 

Getting back to the ifs. Many fans are quite concerned 
that the “merger” is going to deplete the Oilers to a point 
that we'll end up with another Vancouver Canuck type of 
team. This could be true, But...with the ifs thrown in, the 
Oilers could remain BASICALLY the same as the team 
at present. That’s only if the ifs take form. 

With the ruling that a WHA team can protect two 
goalies and two skaters only in entering the NHL, it 
appears the Oilers will protect, of course, Wayne Gretzky 
and B.J. MacDonald. The goalies would be Dave Dryden. 
and Eddie Mio. Several Oilers are not on the lists of 
NHL squads, like Stan Weir, Brett Callighen, Bill Flett, 
Bill Goldsworthy, Ace Bailey, Hannu Kamppuri, Ed 
Walsh, Jim Neilson and Claire Alexander. This list alone 
shows that with the protected players, the Oilers have four 
goalies, some week defencemen, and a few decent to good 
forwards. 

The big IF starts to work its way into the picture. 

The key to Edmonton having a competitive team will be 
left up to two NHL teams, Montreal and Philadelphia. 

The Montreal Canadiens own the rights to Joe 
Micheletti, a good defenceman and forward when need be. 
They also own the rights to Dave Hunter, who they 
touted quite highly at last year’s junior draft. The 
stipulation in this merger is that an NHL team must play 
the WHA players it picks up. The player can’t be traded 
or sent to the minors for two years. So...this is going to 
make some of the NHL teams think twice before they 
begin grabbing WHA players. For instance, Montreal is 
loaded with good defencemen, so can they afford to pick 
up Micheletti? I doubt it. And Hunter, who happens to be 
a hell of a checker, may not make the team right now. So 
the Canadiens would have to drop someone relatively 
good to make room, 

The Flyers from Philly hold the NHL rights to Ron 
Chipperfield and Dennis Sobchuk. Some scouting reports 
have it that Chipper can’t skate too well, and 
Sobchuk...well, he’s had some injuries and isn’t in the 
form he could be in. If Philadelphia doesn’t pick up these 
two players, and the Habs don’t take Micheletti and 
Hunter, the Oilers team will have a good core to work 
from in their first NHL season. 

Having four netminders is good too, It means the Oilers 
can trade for a defenceman, which they could use. 

It would appear that Al Hamilton, whose rights are 
owned by Buffalo, will stay with the Oilers, Hamilton is 
“getting on” in his years, and his slightly “off” vision 
might back the Sabres off. Paul Shmyr probably won’t be 
going back to Minnesota, as he’s no spring chicken either, 

If you want to throw in a third team, the New York 
Islanders have the rights to Dave Langevin, a 
defenceman, An improving defenceman who the Oilers 
would dearly love to keep. The Islanders have a fairly 
young and reliable defensive corps, and they are on top in 
the NHL at the moment. Can they afford to pick up 
Langevin and drop one of their own players? 

All these ifs might leave the Oilers with about 75% of 
their present squad intact, But then...if they can’t keep 
three or four key players, it will be a tough season ahead. 

In my opinion, the NHL made a stupid move by letting 
the four WHA teams, Edmonton, Winnipeg, Quebec and 
New England, keep only four players. What they are 
doing is creating four more teams comparable to the 
Chicago Black Hawks or Detroit Red Wings, The NHL 
doesn’t need that. 

Maybe they are afraid that the four WHA teams in 
question could beat at least half of the NHL teams quite 
consistently, 

I guess we'll just have to wait till the draft, and see 
what takes place. If you're confused..,join the club. It’s 
getting bigger each day.
